This Kaight and ;a friend cf. his were in 
Company together at a Tavern in Fleet treet;; ::

perſons intruded tnro their Company,z one 
of which. preſently -falls a quarielling with 
the Knights Friend, vpon the-arcount of for- 
ty ſhillings that he pretended was owing to 


him by his Brother, as won of him at play ;

and he would have it of himy which he refu- 
ſed : and thereupon from words they fell to 
blows, but at length were parted.z but -not 
being fatis9'd, they were reſolved to waylay 
th:m , where they might have a better op- 
portunity te accompliſh their Bloody defigns z 
and following them towards the back gate 
of the Temple , neer White fryers, both of 
them moſt barbarouſly fell upon the Knight, 
thruſting both their Swords in:o his Body, 
before he could draw his Sword : all which 
being proved by ſufficient Evidence, the Ju- 
ry brought them in both guilty of Murther. 


After this, having nothing material to 
ſay for themlelves, fave only ſome frivo- 
Jous pretences that the Knight s Sword 
was drawn ( the contrary whereof was 
proved ) and that they killed him faicly 
( as they call d it ), The Court proceeded 
to Paſs Sentence of Death againſt chem, 
and they were remanded back to. New- 
gare. | 

The time of their Fxecution was de- 
ferred till Friday the two and twentieth 
of Oftober, and the place appointed for ir 
was in Fleetſtreet over againſt White-fry= 
ers, the-place where they did the Fatt.

During the time of their contigauance 
in Newgate in expedtation of death, they 
were viſited by ſeveral Miniſters, who 
with the moſt preſſing and patherical ex- 
hortations endeavoured to make them 
ſenfible of their Crimes and Condition ; 
adviding them to repent, fince ir was high 
time, they being upon the very Brink. of 
Eternity. 

They remembred'them of the (ad ſtate 
they were in, as being doom'd by Juſtice 
to a certain death-, and that for the cry- 
ing Scarlet-fin of Murther; that in their 
condition they could not expe@ any mer: 
cy on earth, nor any pardon but from the 
King of Heaven; bur told them, though 
it were vain for themrro flatter themſelves 
with hopes of longer life in this world, 
yet there was means left to ſectire them of 
everlaſting life in the next : that to ſuch 
finful/Wretches as they had'been, it was' 
an unſpeakable Mercie, that they had yet 
a little ſpace left — to: make their 


peace with: Heaven. - - Oh what would'the

damned Souls, welcering without hope in 
eternal Flames, give for fuch a precious 
opportunity ? That they mighe have re- 
ceived mortal Vounds at the cime when 
they did the AQ, and been (narche, away 
ſuddenly with all the (tains of Blood and 
Murther vpon the tr guilty Souls 3 where- 
as now they had leature 4nd opportunity 
if they would lay hold of 'ic, co waſh 
chem off with true penicential Tears, and 
the Blood of their Crucifted Redeemer 
af plicd by Faich. to 0143.5 
Cheſe and the like pious Exhoctations 
they heard and received with great atcen» 
tion; yer ſill endeavoured to excuſe 
themſelves, that they had no. intenc to 
muicher the Gentleman, aud that it was: | 
an unhappy, Accident done in heat and 
paion, rather dy milchance than; preme- 
dicated malice : Buc io this it was replied;

much leſs they who had taken away a 
Worthy perſons life voluntarily,and baſe- 
ly, and as appeared by the Circamſtances, 
upon deliberation? To all which they had 
lictle to an(wer,bur their formec pretences 
to extenuate their Crime, For which they 
-profeſſed themſclves heartily ſorry, and 
begged forgivenels of God and the Gen- 
tlenian's Relations for the ſame. 

For their Execution, two Gibbets were 
ſet up in Fleetfireet, one at the great Gate 
going into White-fryers, the other at the 
Jefſer Paſſage down thither, by the Green«» 
Dragon Tavern. 


When the Priſoners were brought thicher 
neither of them ſaid much, but ſtill inliſte 
upgn their having no Murtheroas deſigne 
when they commirted the ſalt, They ac- 
knowledged they had led very vain and bad 
Lives, and that it was juſt with Gad to bring 
them to this ſhameful death. And deſired all 

erſons to beware of Gaming, and profaning 
the Sabbath,and of 11] Company 4.which bring 
ſo many to ruine and deſtractiom +
